Warren Haſtings denies that he did thereby 
intend in any Degree to weaken or diminiſh 
the Right of Sovereignty belonging to the ſaid 
Company over the Poſſeſſions and Government 
of the ſaid Rajah, or to change the Nature of

AND the ſaid Warren Haſtings further ſays; | 


That he did propoſe that Sunnuds ſhould be 
granted to the ſaid Rajah, ſpecially conferring 


upon him the Power of appointing Officers to 


the Charge of the Cutwally and the Mint of Be- 
nares, the latter to be ſubject to ſuch Orders and 
Regulations as the Governor General and Coun 
cil ſhould at any Time think it proper to decree; 
and he did further propoſe, that the ſaid Ra- 
jah ſhould hold his Right to the ſaid Mint, on 
Condition of his faithful Obſervance of ſuch

- AND FR ſaid Warren Hann ſays, That 
having ſubmitted to the Conſideration of the 
Board certain Propoſitions connected with, and 
dependent on each other, as forming a general 
Plan of Settlement between the ſaid Cheyt Sing 
and the Eaſt India Company, which Propoſi- 
tions afterwards underwent material Alterations 
by the Board, he did, amoneſt the reſt, and as 
Part of his original Propoſitions, recommend, 
that while the Rajah ſhould continue faithful to 


the Engagements thereby propoſed to be re- 


quired from the ſaid Rajah, and while he ſhould! 
continue punctual in his Payments, and ſhould' 
pay due Obedience to the Authority of the 
Company, no more Demands ſhould be made 
upon him of any Kind by che ſaid Company; 
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nor, upon any Pretence whatſoever, ſhould any 


| Perſon be allowed to interfere with his Autho- 


rity, or to diſturb the Peace of his Country. 
And the ſaid Warren Haſtings ſays, that the

Article is ſtated: But the ſaid Warren Haſtings

and with Breach of Faith and Duty to the Eaſt 
India Company; which Charges were ſet forth 


in a Paper Writing ſigned by him the ſaid 
Warren Haſtings, and delivered to the ſaid

Omiſſions, he has in any Manner violated the 


Truſt repoſed in him, the Faith of Treaties, or 


has acted contrary to his own Senſe of Duty; 


or that he has in any Manner diſgraced or diſ- 
credited the Character of the Britiſh Nation 
in India; or that he has, by all or any of the 


aforeſaid Acts, been guilty of any Crime © or Mit 
demeanour w hatſoever. 


AND the ſaid Waren Heſtings forther lays, 


that after the Company's 'Froops had been ſo 
cut off, and the ſaid Cheyt Sing had ſo broken 


his Arreſt at Benares as aforeſaid, and whilſt the 
ſaid Cheyt Sing was at the Head of a numerous 
Force, and carried on War and Rebellion 
againſt the ſaid Company, he, the ſaid Warren 


Haſtings, did direct an Attack to be made upon 


the Fort called Bidjegur, in the ſaid Article 
mentioned ; which Fort was garriſoned and de-

the ſaid Warren Haſtings admits, that, at the

And the ſaid Warren Haſtings admits, that he 


did give Orders to ſeize the ſaid Fort; and 
further, that he did give Orders to ſeize upon 


all the Money and Effects that might be found 


in the ſaid Fort; but he denies that he did 
iſſue any Orders, directing that the Fort, and 


all the Property it contained, ſhould be ſecured 
for the Benefit of the Detachment employed in 


reducing it; or that he did abandon to the 
Soldiery the Property of the ſaid Women; or 
that he did in any Manner ſtimulate the Army 
to Rapine or Outrage. But the ſaid Warren 


Haſtings further ſays, that the ſaid Panna

the Road of moſt of the Things which they 
brought out of the Fort, by the Followers of 
the Army under the Command of the ſaid 
Major Popham, by which Means one of the 
Articles of raves i was much infringed ;— - 
that the Diſtreſs he Major Popham felt upon 
that Occaſion could not be expreſſed, and could 
only be allayed by a firm Performance of the 


other Articles of the Treaty, which he woyld 
make it his Buſineſs to enforce. 


AND the ſaid Warren Haſtings G tler 
upon the Receipt of the Letter laſt mentioned, 
he wrote to the ſaid Major Popham, expreſſing 5 
the Concern of him the ſaid Warren Haſtings, 
that the Licentiouſneſs of any Perſons under * 
Command of the faid Major Popham ſhould 
have given Cauſe to complain of the Infringe- 
ment of the ſmalleſt Article of the faid Capitu- 
lation, and hoping that he would diſcover the 
_ Offenders, and oblige them to make Reſtitu- 
tion, and alſo to puniſh them in the moſt ex- 
emplary Manner; and declaring, that he relied 
on the Humanity and Juſtice of the ſaid Major 
Popham to make all the Recompence in his 
Power, by a ſcrupulous Attention to enforce 
the Performance of the remaining Stipulations 
M d ent of the ſaid Pang.

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ren Haſtings believes, that an adequate Cam- 


penſation was afterwards, in conſequence of ſuch 
| Letter, made to the Perſons plundered. 


AND the ſaid Warren Haſtings denies, that 


he did ever give any Licence or Permiſſion to 


the Soldiers to plunder, or that he did ever make 
any ſuch Declaration of Right as in the ſaid Firſt 
Article is alledged; but he ſays, that having re- 


ceived Information that the Property captured 
in the ſaid Fort had been in Part diſtributed 


amongſt the Officers and Troops preſent at the 


Capture of the ſame, he did, on the Fourteenth 

November, One thouſand Seven hundred and

AND the ſaid Warren Haſtivgs did in the 


fas Letter further add, “ muſt therefore re- 
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quire of you to ſuſpend any further Diſtribu- 
tion or Dividend, until the Orders of the 
Board reſpecting it are received; and 1 deſire 
you will order and require the Officers who 
have already ſhared, to refund the Sums which 
they have reſpectively received, and acquaint 
them, if they do not, they will be reſpon- 
ſible to Government; and that ſuch Sums, as 
well as what ſhall remain, are and muit be 
ery to the final Deciſion of the Board.” | 


AN D the ſaid Warren Haſtings denies, that iu 


he was s guilty of any Breach of Faith with the 


ſaid

Conſtituents ;- or that he has pretended to, or

AND the ſaid Warren Haſtings ſays, that 
after the Expulſion of the Rajah Cheyt Sing 
from the Dominions of Benares, he did, without 
any previous Communication with the other 
Members of the Council, but in virtue of a 
competent Authority then veſted in him for that 
Purpoſe, nominate and appoint Rajah Mehip- 
narain, the next Heir to the Zemindary of Be- 
nares, to the immediate Government of the 
ſame, and did appoint his Father Durbedjy 
Sing, Adminiſtrator of his Authority, and did 
continue William Markham Eſquire in the 
Office of Reſident on the Part of the Company. 


AND the ſaid Warren Haſtings denies, that 
any Treaty or Agreement ever ſubſiſted between 
the Britiſh Nation and the People of Benares, 
or that the ſaid People were ever conſidered as, 
or did in fact conſtitute a State, or independent 
Power; but he ſays, that the Grant whereby the 
ſaid Cheyt Sing held the Poſſeſſion of the ſaid 
Zemindary, having been forfeited as aforeſaid, 
it became neceſſary to form a new Settlement 
of the ſaid Zemindary; in conſequence of which 
the faid Warren Haſtings did, by- virtue of the 
Authority aforeſaid, frame ſuch Regulations, and 
make ſuch Agreements as to him appeared 
neceſſary and proper.

| begs leave further to repreſent, that the Whole 
of his Conduct in the ſeveral Meafures above 
ſpecified having been communicated by him the 
ſaid Warren Haſtings to the Council at Calcutta, 
they did fully approve of, and ratify the ſame. 


AND the ſaid Warren Haſtings ſays, that 
he did, in the Year One thouſand Seven hun- 
dred and Eighty-two, continue his Correſpond- 
ence with William Markham Eſquire, then Re- 
ſident at Benares; and in conſequence of Re- 
preſentations from the ſaid Reſident, that the 
new Rent or Tribute was then in Arrear, and 
that the Affairs of the Province were likely to 
fall into Confuſion, the faid Warren Haſtings 
| being then at too great a Diſtance to conſult 
the other Members of the Board, and fearing 
that dangerous Conſequences would happen from 
ſuch Delay as was neceſſary for the Purpoſe of 
communicating with the Council, did authorize 

and as him, the ſaid William Markham, 
to

and were the aggregate Surplus of his national 
Revenues, and other Funds collected to ſupply 
expected Emergencies, and by him depoſited in 
the Hands of his ſaid Wife, commonly called 
the Bhow Begum, as a Truſt, and for the Pur- 


poſe ef Cuſtody only, neither given to her in 


his irie nor ae to her by Will. 


AND the faid Warren aden ſays, "ey 


Mr. Briſtow, Reſident at Oude, did, by ſundry 
Letters to the Governor General and Council, 
inform them, that he had, at the Inſtance o 


the Nabob Aſſof o Dowla, then conſiderably 


in Debt to the Eaſt India Company, made an 
Application to the ſaid Bhow Begum to affiſt 


him with a Sum of Money, repreſenting, amongſt 


other Things, the Diſtreſſes of the faid Nabob, 
and his Right to the laid Treaſures, F 


AND the faid Warren Haſtings ſays, that 


the ſaid Briſtow did further repreſent, that the 
ſaid Begum did, in Anſwer to the ſaid Appli-

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AND the faid Warren Haſtings ſays, that 
> ſaid Briſtow did likewiſe repreſent, that an 
Agreement was afterwards concluded between 
the ſaid Vizier and the faid Begum, by the 
Terms of which, the Nabob acknowledged that 
he had taken from his Mother T hirty Lacks of 
| Rupees, on account of preſent, and Twenty- 
fix Lacks, on account of former Debts, in 
Specie, Goods, Jewels, Elephants, Camels, &c. 
from the Patrimony of his Father: That he 
had no further Claim on her, but renounced alt.

«© ment, ſhould be ood to diſſuade him from 
* ſuch an Intention; and that it was the Deſire 


« of the ſaid Warren Haſtings, that the ſaid 


*, Alexander Champion would diſcourage it as 
« much as was in his Power.” But the ſaid 


Warren Haſtings denies, that, in ſo doing, 
he acted in Violation of any Principles of Juſtice 


or ſound Policy, or contrary to any Duties of his 
Station, And the ſaid Warren Haſtings admits, 


that, at the ſeveral Times referred to in the hid. 
Fifth Article, the Government of the ſaid Com- 
pany in Bengal was carried on by a Preſident and 
Council, and that ſuch Select Committee was 
appointed, as is ſtated in the ſaid Fifth Article, 
he affirms, however, that the / Preſident had 
Authority in certain Caſes to act ſingly, and to 
ſend Orders without the Concurrence of the ſaid 
Council or Select Committee. And the ſaid 
Warren Haſtings admits, that, whilſt he was 
Preſident, as aforeſaid, he did, in Conjunction 
with the Select Committee. in a Letter from 
them to the ſaid Alexander Champion, dated 
the Eighth Day of September, One thouſand 
Seven hundred and Seventy-four, expreſs, them- 
elves to the Effect following:“ That their 
Satisfaction upon the entire Reduction of the 
4 Rohilla Country to the Vizier's Government 
c was increaſed by the Vizier's Intentions, of 
* terminating the War by an Accommodation 
with the Rohillas, which might be eaſily ſettled _ 
„in their diſtreſſed Situation, and that they 
c hoped his Excellency would be diſpoſed to 
« conciliate their A ffections to his Government, 
« by acceding to lenient Terms.“ But the ſaid 
Warren Hattings, denying that he did after- 
wards violate the ſaid public Order or Inſtruc- 
tion, ſays, that he did, on the Sixteenth Day oF . 
September, One tao Seven. hundred. and 
Seventy- four, in a Letter of that Date, addreſſed 
to the ſaid Alexander Champion, in Anſwer to 
two Letters of the Twenty-firſt and Twenty- 0 
ſixch of Augult, received that Morning, expreſs 
an Hope, © that the ſaid Al-xander Champion - 
had reſolved to proſecute the War to a final _ 
66 * 0! becauſe he thought it appeared very 


25 plainly 
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te plainly that Fyzoola Khan and his Adberenty 
« lay at the Mercy of the ſaid Alexander Cham- 
« pion, and becauſe he apprehended much In- 
convenience from Delays, and becauſe he was 
«* morally certain that no Good would be gained 
% by negociating. And the ſaid Warren Ha- 
ſtings did, in that Letter, further ſuggeſt, 
That although he had referred the ſaid Alex. 
& ander Champion to the Vizier for conducting 
all Negociations, yet he by no means wiſhed 
tc that the Vizier ſhould loſe Time, by ſeeking 
% for an Accommodation: That it would be 
more effectual, more deciſive, and more 
« conſiſtent with his Dignity, and with his 
<< Honour, which he had already pledged, 
to abide by his firſt Offers, to dictate 
« the Conditions of Peace, and to admit 
* only an Acceptance without Reſervation, 
„or a clear Refuſal from his Adverſary.“ | 
And the faid Warren Haſtings did, in the 
ſame Letter, inform the ſaid Alexander Cham- 
pion, that he did intend to communicate the 
Subſtance of the ſaid Alexander Champion's 
| Advices to the Select Committee for their fuller 
Sentiments on the Meaſures to be thereafter 
taken; but, in the mean time, to prevent the 
Dariger of Delay, he deſired that the ſaid Alex- 
ander Champion would be pleaſed to receive 
thboſe Inſtructions for his Guide. And the ſaid 
Warren Haſtings ſays, that at the Time he 
wrote the ſaid laſt- mentioned Letter of the Six 
teenth of September, he did confidently believe 
that the Sentiments of the Select Committee en- 
tirely coincided with his own, upon the ſeveral. 
Subjects of the ſaid Letter, and inaſmuch as 
he then united in his own Perſon, by MER 
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his Commiſion from the Eaſt India Company, 


the Powers and Authorities both of Commander 
in Chief and of Preſident, he did conceive him- 


ſelf warranted by ſuch his Powers and Autho- 
rities, the Exigencies of public Service, and the 


Neceſſity of © avoiding the Dangers of Delay,” 
to give an inſtant Anſwer to the Two Letters 
received by him from the ſaid Alexander Cham- 
pion, as aforeſaid, without waiting for a formal 
Communication with the Select Committee: But 


he ſays, that the Letter laſt mentioned was, on 

the Seventeenth Day of September, being the 

Day next after the ſame was written by | him, 
laid before the ſaid Select Committee, who did 


approve of the ſame, and notify ſuch their Ap- 
probation to the ſaid Alexander Champion, in 
a Letter dated the ſaid Seventeenth of Septem- 


== ber. And the ſaid Warren Haſtings denies, that 
I he did, by his Conduct laſt mentioned, violate 


the Duty of his Station, or illegally or clan- 


deſtinely, or in any other Manner, countera&t 
the Object of the Orders of the ſaid Select Com- 
mittee, or that he was in any Manner guilty of 


ſuch Duplicity, or incurred ſuch Riſk reſpect- 


ing the Concluſion of the War as is charged 
upon him by the ſaid Fifth Article. And the 
ſaid Warren Haſtings ſays, that a Treaty of 
Peace and Friendſhip between the Vizier and 


the ſaid Fyzoola Khan was concluded on the 
Seventh of October, One thouſand Seven hun- 


dred and Seventy-four, at a Place called Lal . 
Dang, previous to the Receipt of the ſaid Letter 


of the ſaid Warren Haſtings of the Sixteenth 
of September, One eule Seven hundred and 


Seventy-four. That the ſaid Fyzoola Khan, 


in Conſideration of the Concluſion thereof, 
ä 3 agreed 
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agreed to pay, and in fact paid, the Sum of 
Fifteen Lacks of Rupees, or ſome other large 
Sum of Money, to the ſaid Shuja Dowla, by 
which Treaty the ſaid Fyzoola Khan was eſta- 
bliſhed in the quiet Poſſeſſion of the Territories 
of Rampore, and ſome other Diſtricts depend- 
ant thereon, in the Nature of Jaghires. And 
the ſaid Warren Haſtings ſays, that the ſaid 
Alexander Champion did, on the ſaid Seventh 
of October, One thouſand Seven. hundred and 
Seventy-four, ſign and ſeal the ſaid Treaty as 
a Witneſs thereto. But the ſaid Warren Haſtings 
denies that the faid Alexander Champion did 
thereby engage the ſaid United Company to 
guarantee the ſame; or that at the Time of the 
Execution of the ſaid Treaty he was inveſted 
with Power ſo to do. And the ſaid Warren 
Haſtings denies that he underſtood the Gua- 
rantee of the Company to be fo engaged, al- 
though he admits that, under the Circumſtances 
which attended the Execution of the ſaid Trea- 
ty, it would have been proper tor the ſaid Eaſt 
India Company to have interfered, in order to 
prevent any Infraction thereof. And the ſaid 
Warren Haſtings believes that the ſaid Fyzoola 
Khan did conceive Doubts and Apprehenſions 
that the Security of his Jaghire Lands might be 
diſputed by the Vizier; and ſays, that Applica- 
tions from the faid Fyzoola Khan were at 
ſeveral Times communicated, both to the ſaid 
Warren Haſtings and the Supreme: Council. at 
Bengal, for the Purpoſe of obtaining the Gua- 
rantee of the ſaid Company to the Engage- 
ments of the ſaid Vizier with the ſaid Fyzoola 
Khan. But the ſaid Warren Haſtings denies that 
he did for many Months, or at all, doe or 
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keep ſecret any Solicitations of the ſaid Fyzoola 
Khan upon that Subject; and he ſays, that all 
Letters received from the ſaid Fyzoola Khan 
by the ſaid Warren Haſtings were, in Effect, 
a Communication to, and Part of a Correſpond- 
ence with, the whole Board; and that the ſame, 
as the ſaid Warren Haſtings believes, were duly 
entered in the Book of Perſian Correſpondence, 
which was always open to the Inſpection of the 
Board, and acceſſible by every Member thereof. 
And the ſaid Warren Haſtings ſays, that a Letter 
having been received by the Board from the 
ſaid Middleton, dated at Lucknow, the Twenty- 
fifth of February, One thouſand Seven hun- 
dred and Seventy-eight, notifying, amongſt 
other Things, his Deputation of Mr. Daniel 
Octavius Barwell to Rampore, the Capital of 
the ſaid Fyzoola Khan, for the Purpoſes ſtated 
in the ſaid Article, he the ſaid Warren Haſtings 
did, upon the Ninth of March, One thouſand 
Seven hundred and Seventy-eight, propoſe, and 
the Council, of which the Majority was conſti- 
tuted as is ſtated in the Fifth Article, did ap- 
prove of the Appointment of the ſaid Daniel Oc- 
tavius Barwell made by the ſaid Middleton; and 
did further reſolve, ** That the ſaid Reſident 
« Middleton ſhould be authorized to offer the 
% Company's Guarantee for the Obſervance of 
e the Treaty ſubſiſting between the Vizier and 
<« Fyzoola Khan, provided it ſhould meet with 
e the Vizier's Concurrence.” And the ſaid War- 
ren Haſtings ſays, that the ſaid Daniel Octavius 
Barwell did, in a Letter to Mr. Middleton, re- 
port his Opinion of the good Faith of the ſaid 
Fyzoola Khan, and did inform the ſaid Middle- 
W that he the ſaid Barwell had himſelf eyed 
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the ſaid Fyzoola Khan that he Fyzoola Khan 
had preſerved inviolate every Article of the 
Treaty of Lal Dang; but the ſaid Warren 
Haſtings does not believe or admit that the faid 
Fyzoola Khan had preſerved inviolate the ſaid 


Treaty. And the {aid Warren Haſtings ſays, that 


it was repreſented to him and the "Council at 
Calcutta, that the Vizier Aſſof o' Dowla did 
"conſent to the Grant of the Company's Gua- 
rantee, on Condition that he ſhould receive the 
Preſents uſually offered on ſuch Occaſions ; and 


that it was in like Manner repreſented that the 


ſaid Treaty and Guarantee was preſented to 
the ſaid Fyzoola Khan with great Solemnity ; 
and that the ſaid Fyzoola Khan did deliver to 


the ſaid Daniel Octavius Barwell a Nuzzer of 


Two Elephants and Horſes, and a Lack of 
Rupees for the Vizier, and did offer a Lack 


of Rupees alſo for the Company, in Teſtimony 


of his Gratitude on that Occaſion. And the 
laid Warren Haſtings admits that the ſaid 


Daniel Octavius Barwell did not immediately 
accept the ſaid Money, but took an Obligation 


for the ſame, and that the ſaid Offer was com- 
municated to the Board at Calcutta; and that 
the ſaid Warren Haſtings did propoſe, and 
that the Board, notwithſtanding the Objection 


of Mr. Foxacis, then a Member of the ſaid 


Board, did agree to accept the ſame for the 
Uſe of the Company, and that the ſame was 
accordingly fo accepted; but the ſaid Warren 
Haſtings denies, that by the Whole or any 
Part of the Conduct of him the ſaid Warren 


Haſtings, in reſpect to the Matters aforeſaid, 


he has violated the Faith of the Company, or 
degraded the Engliſh Nation | In the Eyes of In- 
2 | dia, 
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dia, or has broken any Treaty, or violated any 
Duty of the Truſt repoſed in him. And the 
ſaid Warren Haſtings ſays, that by the Treaty 
of Lal Dang, the ſaid Fyzoola Khan did en- 
gage, That he would always whilſt he lived 2 
continue in Submiſſion and Obedience to the 1 
« Nabob Vizier, and retain in his Service NH 
&« Five thouſand Men, ſtipulated by the Nabob 
„% Vizier, and not a ſingle Man more: That 
« with whomſoever the Nabob Vizier ſhould 
e engage in Hoſtilities, he would aſſiſt him; 
« and that if the Nabob Vizier ſhould ſend 
„an Army againſt any Enemy, he would 
e alſo ſend Two or Three thouſand of his 
« Troops to join them; and if the ſaid Vizier 
* ſhould go in Perſon againſt any Enemy, he 
„the ſaid Fyzoola Khan would perſonally at- 
„ tend him with his Forces. That he would 
* have no Connection with any Perſon but the 
« Nabob Vizier, and would hold no Corre- 
« ſpondence with any one (the Engliſh Chiefs 
* excepted): That whatever the Nabob Vizier 
&« directed, he would execute; and that he 
„ would at all Times, and on all Occaſions, 
„both in Adverſity and Proſperity, continue 
„ his firm Aſſociate.” And the ſaid Warren 
Haſtings admits, that it was not ſtipulated. by 
the ſaid Treaty whether all or any of the ſaid 
Troops ſhould confiſt of Cavalry: And he ſays, 
that the Reſident Middleton was, in the Year 
One thouſand Seven hundred and Seventy-eight, 
empowered to guarantee, and did in fact gua- 
rantee, the Treaty of Lal Dang aforelaid ; 
and that certain Doubts having occurred to 
Fyzoola Khan reſpecting the Guarantee of 
the ſaid Middleton, that he the ſaid Warren 
| _ Haſtings, 
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Haſtings, in order to ſatisfy thoſe Doubt 
did, in or about the Month of May, One 
thouſand Seven hundred and Seventy-eight, 
propoſe to the Board to confirm, and in con- 
ſequence of a Reſolution of the Board did in 
fact confirm, the ſaid Treaty and Guarantee as 
Governor General as aforeſaid. 


" AND the faid Warren Haſtings, denying. 
that he did diſregard the Pledge of his own pri- 
vate Honour, or that he did act in oppoſition to 
the Intent and Meaning of the ſaid Treaty, as 
he then knew or underſtood the ſame, ſays, 
that ſome Time in the Year One thouſand Se- 
ven hundred and Seventy-eight, a War having 
lately broke out between the Engliſh and 


French Nation, in. which War the Nabob Vizier 


was engaged on the Part of the Eaſt India 
Company, the ſaid Fyzoola Khan did, about that 
Time, in a Letter addreſſed to Mr. Middleton, 
then Reſident at Oude, taking notice that the 
ſaid Fyzoola Khan had learnt that ſuch War 
had broken out between the Engliſh and French 
Nation, offer to furniſh Two thouſand Cavalry 
to be employed in the Service of the Company, 


which Offer the ſaid Governor General and 


Council did accept; and that Five hundred of 
thoſe Troops did accordingly ſerve under Ma- 


b jor Briſco, a Britiſh Officer, and that in conſe- 


quence of Repreſentations made to the Board by 


the Commander in Chief, of the Neceſſity of in- 
creaſing the Force then under the Command of 


that Officer, and a reaſonable Cauſe exiſting for 


the ſame, the Board did unanimouſly reſolve to 


recommend to the Vizier to require from the 


ſaid Fyzoola Khan the Quota of Troops ſtipu- 
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lated by Treaty to be furniſhed by the ſaid Fys 
zoola Khan for his the ſaid Vizier's Service, and 
did repreſent the ſame as amounting to Five 
thouſand Horſe; but the ſaid Warren Haſtings 
admits, that the Repreſentation then made by 
him under ſuch Order of the {aid Board, was er- 
roneous in reſpect to the Force which the ſaid 
| Fyzoola Khan was, by the Terms of the faid 
Treaty, obliged to furniſh, And the ſaid War- 
ren Haſtings avers, that the Repreſentation afore- 
ſaid was made in conſequence of mere Error and 
Miſtake on his Part, and, as he believes, allo on 
the Part of every other Member of the Council, 
And the ſaid Warren Haſtings ſays, that the 
Board did afterwards, upon his Motion, deſire 
the ſaid Vizier to demand Three thouſand Horfe 
from the ſaid Fyzoola Khan, and the ſaid Vizier 
did accordingly demand the ſame, and the faid 
Fyzoola Khan was, as the ſaid Warren Haſtings 
believes, able to ſupply ſuch Force. And the faid 

Warren Haſtings.denies that he did, at the Time 
of the making either of the ſeveral Demands _ 
above mentioned, know or believe that the ſaid 
Fyzoola Khan was not bound by Treaty or 
otherwiſe to turniſh the Quantity of Force at 
thoſe ſeveral Periods reſpectively demanded ; nor 
as to the ſaid laſt mentioned Demand does the 
ſaid Warren Haſtings now admit that the ſaid 
Fyzoola Khan was, according to the Intent and 
Meaning of the Parties to the Treaty, not ſo 
bound. And the ſaid Warren Haſtings denies 

that, by all or any of the ſeveral Acts by him 
ſuppoſed to have been committed, or by all or 
any of the Premiſes herein contained, he did 

break the Company's Guarantee given to the ſaid 
Fyzoola Khan as aforeſaid, or excite the Vizier 
1 1505 Th to 


to any Acts of Violence or Breach of Treaty 
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againſt the ſaid Fyzoola Khan; and as to fo 
much of the ſaid Fifth Article as reſpects the 
Powers wherewith the ſaid Warren Haſtings 
was or is ſuppoſed to have been inveſted, and 
whereby he was authorized to proceed to the 
ſaid Country of Oude, the ſaid Warren Ha- 


ſtings humbly craves Leave to refer to his An- 


ſwer already made to the Second Article, in that 


- Behalf. And the ſaid Warren Haſtings admits 
that ſuch Treaty, called the Treaty of Chunar, 
was made, containing, amongſt other Things, 


the following Article: “ That as Fyzoola Khan 


had, by his Breach of Treaty, forfeited the Pro- 
tection of the Engliſh Government, and cauſed, 
by his Continuance in his preſent independent 
State, great Alarm and Detriment to the Na- 


bob, that the ſaid Nabob ſhould be permitted, 
when Time ſhould ſuit, to reſume his Lands, 


and pay him in Money, through the Reſident, 
the Amount ſtipulated by Treaty, after deduRing 
the Amount and Charges of the Troops he ſtood 
engaged to furniſh by Treaty, which Amount 
ſhould be paſſcd to the Account of the Company 
during the Continuance of the War ;” but the 
faid Warren Haſtings denies that he received 
the Sum of One hundred thouſand Pounds, or 
any other Sum of Money, as a Conſideration to 


him the ſaid Warren Haſtings for executing the 


ſaid Treaty, or that the Execution of fuch Trea- 


ty was in any Manner influenced or procured 
thereby. 


AND the faid Warren Haſtings, doing 
that he did, by making or executing the ſaid 
Article of the Treaty aforeſaid, corruptly or 


treacherouſiy 
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treacherouſly break the Faith of the Company, 
admits, that he did, about the Time of execut- 
ing the ſaid Treaty, communicate to the Mem- 
bers of the Supreme Council at Calcutta, his 
Reaſons for entering 1nto the ſaid Article of the 
ſaid Treaty in the Manner and in the Terms 
ſuggeſted in the ſaid Fifth Article of Im- 
peachment. And the ſaid Warren Haſtings 
admits that he did, ſome time in the Year One 
thouſand Seven hundred and Eighty-two, give 
Inſt ructions to the ſaid Middleton to prevent the 
Vizier from reſuming the Jaghire of the ſaid 
Fyzoola Khan. And the ſaid Warren Haſtings 
denies that, in the making or executing the ſaid 
Treaty of Chunar, or by any Declaration or In- 
ſtructions reſpecting the fame, he was or is guilty 
of all or any of the Offences in the ſaid Fifth 
Article mentioned, or of any Offence whatſo- 
ever, or that he was guilty of any Diſregard to 
the Principles upon which Treaties between 
Nation and Nation ought to reſt, or that he 
placed the Eaſt India Company in ſuch a Situa- 
tion as in the faid Fifth Article is deſcribed. 
And the ſaid Warren Haſtings ſays, that it hav- 
ing been communicated to him that a Plan was 
under the Vizier's Conſideration for propoſing 
to Fyzoola Khan to commute the uncertain 
Military Aid which the ſaid Fyzoola Khan was 
bound to furniſh for a pecuniary Subſidy, the 
faid Warren Haſtings did, in a Converſation 
with the ſaid Sir Elijah Impey, expreſs his Ap- 
probation of ſuch Plan; and he believes that 
ſuch Approbation was, in conſequence thereof, 
communicated by the ſaid Sir Elijah Impey to 
the ſaid Middleton; but the ſaid Warren Ha.

hire ſhould be required from Fyzoola Khay, 
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ſtings denies that, to his Knowledge or Belief, 
any Demand was actually made by the ſaid Mid- 


dleton upon the ſaid 18 Khan of tuch 
Subſidy. 


AND the ſaid Würden Haſtings ſays, that 
the ſaid Middleton did propoſe to the Governor 
General and Council, that a Ceſſion of his Jag- 


upon certain Conditions; but the ſaid Warren 
HFaſtings denies that ſuch Ceſſion was ever, to 
his Knowledge or Belief, actually demanded 
by the ſaid Middleton from the ſaid Fyzoola = 
| Khan, or that the making of ſuch Demand was 
ever in any Manner authorized or approved 


by the Board. 


AND the faid Warren Haſtings he that 
by entering into the Third Article of the Treaty 
of Chunar he did render the ſaid Fyzoola Khan 
liable to any contradictory Demands whatſo- 
. ever. And the ſaid Warren Haſtings denies that 
he did, at the Time ſtated in the faid Fifth 
Article, or at any other Time whatſoever, in 
any Manner nominate Major Palmer, in the ſaid 
Fifth Article mentioned, to repair to Rampore, 
or ever empowered him to act with Fyzoola 
Khan as the private Agent of him the ſaid 
Warren Haſtings; but the ſaid Warren Ha- 
ſtings ſays, that the ſaid Palmer was, about the 
Time mentioned in the ſaid Article, ſent to 
Lucknow and other Places with the Approba- 
tion of the Board for the Execution of certain 
public Purpoſes, and was, upon that Occaſion, 
VETO inſtructed oy bim the ſaid Warren Ha- 


ſtings 
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ſtings to make certain Enquiries reſpecting the 
Affairs of the ſaid Fyzoola Khan. The ſaid 
Warren Haſtings however begs leave to inliſt, 


that he was not, 1n reſpect of ſuch verbal In- 


ſtructions, guilty of any criminal Concealment, 
or that he acted in any Manner contrary to the 
Duties of his Station. And the ſaid Warren 
Haſtings ſays, that he does not know or be- 
lieve that the ſaid Middleton did demand from 


the ſaid Fyzoola Khan, a Force to be made 


ſtationary at Lucknow in the Province of Oude. 
And the ſaid Warren Haſtings ſays, that the 

Board of Council at Calcutta did, in the Month 
of September, One thouſand Seven hundred and 
Eighty-two, at the Inſtance and upon the Re- 
commendation of the ſaid Warren Haſtings, 
remove the ſaid Mr. Middleton from the Re- 
ſidency of Lucknow in the Province of Oude, 
and appoint the ſaid Mr. Briſtow Reſident in 
his Place, with full Power and Authority to 
diſcharge the Duties of the ſaid Office. And 
the ſaid Warren Haſtings ſays, that it was re- 
preſented to him the ſaid Warren Haſtings, 
that the ſaid Mr. Briſtow did, ſoon after his 
Appointment, endeayour to procure, on the 
Behalf of the Vizier, through a certain Perſon 
called Alliff Khan, Vakee] of Fyzoola Khan, 

a Pecuniary Aid from the ſaid Fyzoola Khan, 
in lieu of the Military Aid which the ſaid Fy- 
zoola Khan was obliged to furniſh, agreeable 
to the Stipulations in the ſaid Treaty of Lal 
Dang ; bur the ſaid Warren Haſtings does not 
underſtand or believe that ſuch Pecuniary Aid 
was ever required. by the ſaid Briſtow, other- 
wiſe than in lieu of, and as a Commutation for 

Military Aid: And the ſaid Warren Haſtings

admits that the ſaid Fyzoola Khan was not 
bound to ſupply ſuch Pecuniary Aid. And 
the ſaid Warren Haſtings ſays, that the ſaid 
Mr. Briſtow did, ſoon after his ſaid A ppoint- 
ment, in a Letter dated the Nineteenth De- 
cember, One thouſand Seven hundred and 
Eighty- two, and addreſſed by him to the Gover- 
nor General and Council at Bengal, repreſent 
that he had, in Obedience to their Commands, 
adviſed the Nabob Vizier to concert and forma 
new and permanent Agreement with the Nabob 
| Fyzoola Khan, which might obviate all future 
Signs of Jealouſy or Diſtruſt; that the Mode 
which his Excellency had thought the moſt eli- 
gible to effect thoſe Purpoſes, was the Deputa- 
tion of a Gentleman, who ſhould be authorized 
to ſettle all diſputed Points; and that he took the 
Liberty to recommend, that Major William 
Palmer ſhould undertake that Service: And

he further ſays, that other Natives, called Ta- 


alookdars or Ryots, hold ſubordinate Rights of 
Property or Occupancy in the ſaid Lands; and 


that the greater Part of the ſaid Natives are 
Hindoos, whoſe Rights and Privileges are ground- 


ed upon regular Grants; and that the Eſtates. 


derived thereunder have, in ſome Inſtances, been 


enjoyed in a Courſe of Family Succeſſion, and 


acquired by Purchaſe, ſubject however to the 


Right of the Sovereign Power to derive a Reve- 
nue from the Lands, adequate to their real Va- 
lue, and to make Ordinances and Regulations 


reſpecting ſuch Revenues and Lands, not incon- 


fiſtent with the Rights of ſuch Zemindars. 


AND the ſaid Wirten Haſtings has BY 


and believes, That Bengal was under the Do- 
minion of the Mogul, and ſubje&t to a Mo- 


 hammedan Government, tor above Two hun- 


dred Years, 


AND the ſaid Warren Haſtings does not 


| know, or believe it to be true, that while the 
Mogul Government was in its Vigour, the State 


of Property in the Zemindars was ſuch as in the 
ſaid Seventh Article is ſtated, or that the Rent 
of the Provinces had not been materially alter- 
ed, from the Year One thouſand Five hundred 
and oye to * Tear One 
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Seven hundred and Forty; or that in the Year 
One thouſand Seven hundred and Forty the re- 
gular and effective er es Government ended. 


AND the ſaid Warren ada ſays, bs 
hass been informed that, from the ſaid laſt- men- 
tioned Period, to the Year One thouſand Seven 
hundred and Sixty-five, Invaſions, Uſurpations, 
and various Revolutions, did take place in the 
Government of Bengal; in conſequence of 
which, and of other Citentnitances,” the Coun- 
try was conſiderably reduced and impoveriſhed, 
and that in the Year One thouſand Seven hun- 
dred and Sixty-five, the Eaſt India Company 
received from the preſent Mogul Emperor Shah 
Aallum a Grant of the Dewanny of Bengal, Ba- 
and Oriſſa. And the ſaid Warren Haſtings ad- 
mits, that there was, about the Year One thou- 
{ſand Seven hundred and Seventy, a Famine in 
the Provinces of Bengal and Bahar, by which 
he has heard that a great Number of the In- 
habitants periſhed ; and he has alſo heard, that 
the Revenue was, in the Two Years immedi- 
ately preceding the Appointment of the ſaid 
Warren Haſtings to the Government of Fort 
William, kept up to its former Standard, and 
collected from the remaining Inhabitants ; and 
that the Country was imnpoverihed. 


AND the mis Warren Haſtings ſays, that 
he knew of the Effects produced by the ſaid 
| Famine; and that the Collections of Revenue 
in the ſaid Provinces, prior to the Appointment. 
of the ſaid Warren Haſtings to the faid Govern» 
ment, had contributed to increaſe the Diſtreſs 
of the m_ . and were likely to produce 
£ 8 a Decay 
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a Decay of the Revenue, unleſs Means were 
adopted to prevent ſuch Decay. 


AND is admits, that it was his Duty, when 
appointed to the Government of Fort William, 
to apply ſuch Means for that Purpoſe as were 
within his Judgment and Power. 


AND the faid Warren Haſtings, denying 


that the Knowledge and Judgment which he 


entertained at the Time referred to in the ſaid 
Seventh Article, reſpe&ing the Rights of Ze- 
mindars, and the Advantages to be expected 
from entruſting to them the Collections of the 
Revenues, are therein fully and truly ſet forth, 


' craves leave to refer to a Letter written and 


tranſmitted by himſelf and the Council to the 


Court of Directors on the Third Day of Novem- 
ber, One thouſand Seven hundred and Seventy- 
two, which Letter contains at large the then 
Knowledge and Judgment of him the ſaid War- 


ren Haſtings upon thoſe Subjects; and from 
which Letter the ſaid Warren Haſtings appre- 


hends that the Matters referred to in the ſaid 


Article are extracted.

gulations and purſue ſuch Meaſures as ſhould at 


once Leute to the Company every poſſible Ad- 
vantage, 
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vantage, and free the Ryots from the Oppreſ- 
ſions of the Zemindars and petty Tyrants, the 
ſaid Warren Haſtings did, in the Year One 
thouſand Seven hundred and Seventy-two, ſoon 
after his taking Charge of the Office of Pre- 
ſident of Fort William, diligently undertake 
the ſaid important Work; and having employ- 
ed the beſt Means in his Power of procuring 
Information on a Subject then much involved 
in Difficulties and Obſcurity, the ſaid Warren 
Haſtings did, with the unanimous Concurrence 
of the then Council of the Preſidency of Fort 
William, form and carry into Execution ſuch 
Plan for the Collection and Management of the 
Revenues of the Province of Bengal, and for 
dhe internal Government thereof, as upon ma- 
= ture Conſideration appeared to the ſaid Warren 
= Haſtings moſt conformable to the Orders and 
Intention of the Court of Directors, and belt. 
calculated to u the Ends propoſed.

AND the ſaid Warren Haſtings ſays, that 
certain new Regulations having been completed 
and publickly notified, the Revenues were ſettled

A ND the ſaid Warren Haſtings admits 


that he was of Opinion that the granting of 
long Leaſes of the Lands was in many Re- 
ipects better for the Eaſt India Company and 
the Inhabitants than Annual Settlements, which 
he has declared to have been often productive 


of ſuch Conſequences as are in the ſaid Seventh 
Article in that Behalf ſet forth. And the faid 


Warren Haſtings alſo ſays, that the Committee 
of Revenue at Calcutta, to whom it was refer- 


red by the Governor General and Council in 


the Year One thouſand Seven hundred and 
Eighty- one, to form a Plan for the Settlement 
of the Revenue for the enſuing Year, did, 
amongſt other Things, report their Opinion, 


© That with reſpect to the Period of the Leaſes 
« in general, it appeared to the ſaid Commit- 
«© tee to limit them to One Year would be the 
e beſt Period, giving a Preference at the Set- 


c tlement of the next to ſuch Perſons as ſhould 
© have paid up their Rents, and making a 
& Promiſe of this on the Part of Government.” 


And the ſaid Warren Haſtings ſays, that the

he did not hold himſelf bound or reſtrained by 
the Orders of the Court of Directors. And the 
ſaid Warren Haſtings denies that he did exer- | 
 ciſe his Diſcretion for any partial, intereſted, or 
corrupt Purpoſe, or that he did for any partial, 


intereſted, or corrupt Purpoſe, grant any per- 
petual [eaſe whatſoever; but the ſaid Warren 


Haſtings ſays, that he did, in the Year One 


thouſand Seven hundred and Seventy-nine, con- 
cur with the Board in confirming the Zemin- 
dary of Baharbund to Lechnant Num-dee, Son 


of Contoo Bauboo, on a Mocurrary Leaſe; and 


he admits that the ſaid Contoo Bauboo was the 


Banyan of him the ſaid Warren Haſtings, but 
he denies that ſuch Sunnud was granted in ſuch 

Manner, or for ſuch Purpoſes, as are in the 
ſaid Seventh Article ſet forth, or that the ſame_ 
was granted upon improper Terms, the Rent 
which the ſaid Zemindar was by the ſaid Sunnud 
bound to pay having been fixed at the Sum 


deemed equivalent to the real Annual Value of 
the ſaid Zemindary, And the ſaid Warren Ha- 
ſtings denies, that in all or any of the Tranſ-

India Company, in Diſobedience to their Or- 
e or to the Loſs or Damage of their Re-

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venues, or in Defiance or Contempt of any 
Act of Parliament, or to the Vexation, Op- 
preſſion, or Deſtruction of the Inhabitants of 
Bengal, or in Contradiction or Perverſion of 
his own declared Senſe of Duty and true Policy, 
or to the Scandal or Reproach of the Britiſh 
Government in India; or that in all or any 
of the ſaid Tranſactions the ſaid Warren a- 
ſtings was or is guilty of any Crime or Miſde- 


meanour whatſoever, 


"EIGHTH ARTICLE. 


AND the ſaid Warren Haſtings, in Anſwer 
to the ſaid Eighth Article, admits; that a 


certain Territory, known by the Name of the 
Subah of Oude, was, on or about the Year One 


thouſand Seven hundred and Sixty-four, govern- 
ed by the Nabob Vizier Shuja Dowla, and 


that the ſaid Shuja Dowla was defeated in 


Battle, and expelled from his Dominions, by 


the Arms of the Eaſt India Company : That be 
Was afterwards, in the Year One thouſand Seven 
| hundred and Sixty-five, under the Authority of 
the Company, reſtored to his Government, and 


being ſo reſtored, in or about the Year One 
thouſand Seven hundred and Seventy=three, did 


enter into a Treaty with the Eaſt India Com- 


pany, called the Treaty of Benares : But the 
ſaid Warren Haſtings denies that the ſaid Com- 
pany did thereby make ſuch Agreement as in 


the faid Eighth Article is ſtated; the ſaid 


vp profelling only to. regulate the Terms 
vpon 
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upon which the Expences of the Company's 


Troops ſhould be defrayed, in caſe the ſame 
ſhould march to the Aſſiſtance of the ſaid Vi- 


zier. 


AND the aid Warren Haſtings admits, that 
the ſaid Vizier did, by the Aſſiſtance of the Eaſt 
India Company's Forces, as alſo in conſidera- 
tion of Money to them paid, or agreed to be 
paid, obtain ſeveral large Acceſſions to his 
Dominions; namely, the Territories of Rohil- 
cund, Corah, Currah, and Allahabad, but not 
the Duab, which was not obtained in conſidera- 
tion of any Money to them paid, although the 
ſame was obtained by the Vizier's own Forces, 
under the general Influence of Britiſh Support. 


AND the ſaid Warren Haſtings further ad- 
mits, that the ſaid Shuja Dowla, in or about 
the Month of February, One thouſand Seven 

hundred and Seventy-five, died poſſeſſed of the 
Territories aforeſaid, and that his Son Aſſof 

o Dowla thereupon became poſſeſſed of the 
ſame, and by means of the Influence of the Eaſt 
India Company, co-operating with other Cauſes, 
did obtain a Grant of the Dignity and Authority 
of Vizier, which his Father had poſſeſſed ; and 
that the ſaid Aſſof of Dowla was ſupported in 
the Poſſeſſion and Dignity aforeſaid by the Power 
and Influence of the Eaſt India Company; and 
that he did, on the Twenty-firſt of May, One 
thouſand Seven hundred and Seventy-five, make 
a new Treaty with the Eaſt India Company, 
whereby, as well the Particulars of which a Bri- 
gade ſhould conſiſt, : as the Charges thereof, were 
1 rade e | 
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AND the ſaid Warren Haſtings admits; 
that the ſaid Vizier did afterwards conſent to 
take other Bodies of Troops belonging to the 
Company into his Pay. And the ſaid Warren 


Haſtings denies, that the ſaid Aſſof o' Dowla 


did become a Dependant on the Eaſt India 
Company, to the Extent, or in the Manner, ſug- 
geſted in the ſaid Article, or that the Engliſh 
Name and Character were concerned in every 
Act of his Government, or that the Influence 
and Power of the Governor General and Council 
of Fort William, was, mediately or immedi- 


_ ately, ſufficient to, or employed for, all Acts of 


Authority within the laid Province of Oude, 
and its Dependencies. 


AND the fd Warren Haſtings denies, that 


the Governor General and Count were bound 


to provide for the internal good Order or Pro- 
tperity of thoſe Provinces, although he admits 
they were bound, as far as in them lay, to take 


proper Meaſures for preventing the Troops 
kept up as aforeſaid from becoming a Griev- 


ance to the Country which they were intend- 


ed to protect: But the ſaid Warren Haſtings 


denies, that it was the bounden Duty of the ſaid 
Governor General and Council, to take care 
that the Eaſe, Security, and Honour of the 


Prince and his Family, ſhould be conſulted 


and provided for, otherwiſe than as any Acts 
of the Eaſt India Company, or their Servants, 


might affect the ſame; bur he admits that it 
was contrary to the Duty of the ſaid Governor 
General and Council, and of every of them, 


to countenance, authorize, or direct any Acts 
of Oppreſſion or Peculation within the faid 


Provinces, | 
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Provinces: And the ſaid Warren Haſtings 
denies, that ſuch Alteration has happened in 
the Condition of the Province of Oude, and 
the Territories added thereto ſince the Period 
of Britiſh Interference therein, as is ftated in 
the ſaid Article; or that the ſaid Company were 
bound to the good Government of the Coun- 
tries ſuppoſed to be referred to in the ſaid Arti- 


cle, or that the ill State of Things therein, ſup- 


poſing ſuch ill State thereof to have exiſted, 


was at all owing to any Acts or Neglects of 
him the ſaid Warren Hallings, or his Agents. 


And the ſaid Warren Haſtings, diſavowing ſuch 
baſe and corrupt Views, as by the ſaid Eighth 
Article are imputed to him, denies that he did 


maliciouſly, or againſt his Duty, or upon, or 


ſoon after, or in any Manner in conſequence 


of ſuch Repreſentation which he admits to have 


been received by the Governor General and 
Council from the then Britiſh Reſident Briſtow, 
as ſtated in the ſaid Article, remove the ſaid 


Briſtow from his Office of Reſident aforeſaid : 
For the ſaid Warren Haſtings lays, that Fifty- 


one Days before the Date of ſuch Repreſenta- 
tion, (that is to ſay) on the Second of December, 
One thouſand Seven hundred and Seventy-lix, it 
had been reſolved by the Governor General and 


Council, that the ſaid Briſtow ſhould be, and the 


laid Briſtow had accordingly been, recalled from 
the Court of the Nabob of Oude; and he inſiſts 
that ſuch Recal was not contrary to the ſtanding. 
Orders of the Court of Directors, and that the 
ſame was warrantable and expedient. And the 
ſaid Warren Haſtings denies, that he did wilfully 

neglect to take any Meaſures which his Day 


required him to take relative to the Matters 


contained 


the ſaid Middleton, or either of them, or that

contained in that Repreſentation; and as to the 
Appointment of the ſaid Mr. Middleton to the 
ſaid Office of Reſident and Collector of the 
Company's Aſſignments in the Province of 
Oude, in the Eighth Article mentioned, the 
ſaid Warren Haſtings denies that ſuch Ap- 
pointment was made. under the Influence of 
ſuch Motives, or preceded by ſuch Conduct 
on the Part of the ſaid Warren Haſtings and 


the ſaid Middleton was a Perſon of ſuch Cha- 
racter and Deſcription as are ſtated in the ſaid 
Eighth Article. And he farther ſays, that 
fuch Appointment was made by the Governor 
and Council, and not by the ſole Authority of 
the ſaid Warren Haſtings; and that the Ap- 
pointment of the ſaid Middleton, thus made, 
was, in the then Situation of the Company's 
Government in Bengal, fit and expedient to be 
made. And the ſaid Warren Haſtings further 
ſays, that ſuch Inſtructions were upon that Oc- 
caſion given to the ſaid Middleton for the Diſ- 
charge of the Duties of his ſaid Office as were 
proper and neceſſary for that Purpoſe. And the 
aid Warren Haſtings ſays, that the ſaid Nabob 
Vizzier did, in or about the Month of Novem- 
ber, One thouſand Seven hundred and Seventy- 
nine, addreſs certain Requiſitions to the Govern- 
ment of Bengal, accompanying the fame with a 
Repreſentation touching the Subjects in the ſaid 
Eighth Article mentioned; and that, at the 
fame Time, another Account was ſent from the 
then late Reſident at Oude: But for the Parti- 
culars of ſuch Repreſenta:1ons, the ſaid War- 
ren Haſtings craves Leave to refer to the ſame, 
when they ſhall be produced in Evidence. ** 
E 
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he further ſays, that upon taking the ſaid Requi- 
ſitions of the-ſaid V1zier into Confideration, the 
Governor General and Council, the ſaid Warren 
Haſtings being then Governor General, did not 
deem it fit or expedient, in the then Sicustion 
of Affairs, to comply therewith, And the ſaid 
Warren Haſtings, craving Leave alſo to refer to 
the Minutes delivered in by him on that Occa- 
fon, on the Thirteenth and Fifteenth Decem- 
ber, One thouſand Seven hundred and Seventy- 
nine, denies that they are of the Nature or Ten- 
dency ſtated in the ſaid Eighth Article, or that 
either in reſpect of thoſe Minutes, or in any Part 
of the Conduct of the ſaid Warren Haſtings in 
the Matters aforeſaid, the ſaid Warren Haſtings 
did uſe any falſe Pretences whatſoever, or that he 
was influenced by the Motives, or aimed at the 
Accompliſhment of the Purpoſes, or was guilty | 
of any of the improper Acts, in the ſaid Eighth 
| Article ſtated. And the ſaid Warren Haſtings 
admits, that he did attribute the Diſtreſſes of the 
Country, which diſabled the ſaid Vizier (not 
Shuja Dowla, as ſtated in the ſaid Article, but 
Aſſof o' Dowla, the preſent Vizier) from main- 
= taining the Eftabliſhments by him complained 
of, to the Vices of the ſaid Vizier's own, Cha- 
rater, which had influenced his Government: 
But the ſaid Warren taſtings ſays, that no effec- 
tual Meaſures could be purſued by him for core 
| reſting the Vices of the ſaid Nabob's Govern= _ 
ment. And the faid Warren, Haſtings; admits, 
that he did write a Letter to Edward Wheler 
Eſquire, of the Date and upon the Subject in 
the ſaid Article mentioned; and that he did in 
that Letter, and at other Times, declare his 


r Opinions; 
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Opinion of the Diſadvantages reſulting from the 
keeping up of certain Military Eſtabliſhments in 
the Country of Oude, and of the Convenience 
which would be produced by the Reduction of 
the ſame : But the laid Warren Haſtings denies 
that he did, either before or after any of the 
ſeveral Times when he declared ſuch Opinion 
as aforeſaid, ever receive any Bribe or Bribes 
from the ſaid Nabob Vizier, or his Minifters, 
And the faid Warren Haſtings admits, that the 
ſaid Nabob Vizier did, by Letters of thoſe Dates 
to the then Reſident Mr. Purling, make certain 
Repreſentations upon the State of his Finances: 
But the ſaid Warren Haſtings denies it to be 
true, that no Relief was attempted to be given 
by him the ſaid Warren Haſtings, or that nore 
was in fact given, to the faid Nabob on the ſaid 
Subject. And the faid Warren Haſtings ſays, 
that the Board did, upon the Recommendation 
of him the ſaid Warren Haſtings, make ſuch 


1 Arrangement for the Accommodation of the 


laid Vizier as was then practicable and expe- 
dient. And the {aid Warren Haſtings admits 
that he did, in a Minute entered upon \ the Ben- 
gal Conſultations of the Twenty-ſecond of May, 
One thouſand Seven hundred and Eighty-one, 
give his Opinion in Writing in the Terms ſtated 
in the ſaid Article : But the ſaid Warren Ha- 
ſtings denies that he had ever been, or was, guilty 
of any criminal Neglect or Refuſal to afford 
timely Relief to the Diſtreſſes of Oude, or that 
he ever did refuſe ſuch timely Relief, when it was 
in his Power to have afforded the ſame; or that 
he did by that Minute, or in any other Manner, 
conteſs he had been fo guilty 3 or that he did

confeſs FE any ſuch Effects had been produced 
by ſuch his re Refuſal as are ſtated in the

NINTH ARTICLE

did ever drive any Perſons to ſuch Diſtreſs as he 
thought might oblige them. to offer Bribes to 
bim for their Ranſom, or that he did ever 
entertain any ſuch Deſign or Thought; and 
he further denies that he did ſuddenly, and cor- 
ruptly alter his Language, as in the ſaid Ninth 
Article is ſtated ; but he ſays that he did, in his 
Minute of the Twenty-firit of May, One thou- 


| {and Seven hundred and Eighty-four, at which 


Time a material Alteration had happened in the 
Situation of Affairs, with regard to Foreign 
Wars and Enemies, from that in which they 


ſtood on the Thirteenth and Fifteenth Days of 


December, One thouſand Seven hundred and 
Seventy- nine, make ſuch Repreſentation of the 
State. of the Province of Oude, as in the ſaid 
Ninth Article is mentioned; and that he did 
thereupon propoſe in Council, himſelf and Mr. 
Wheler being at that Time the only Members 
preſent at the Board, a Delegation to himſelf, 
containing, as the ſaid Warren Haſtings 5 
Powers neither new, dangerous, or exorbitant, 
ſuch Powers being delegated for the Purpoſe, 
amongſt others, of aſſiſting the Nabob Vizier 
in a forming ſuch Regulations as might be ne- 
SE oo PoE ceſſary : 
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ceſſary for the Peace and Order of his Govern. 
ment, the Improvement of his Revenne, and the 
Adjuſtment of the mutual Concerns ſubſiſtin 
between him and the Company, with ſuch Au— 
thority to enforce the ſame as the Governor Ge. 
neral and Council might or could exerciſe on 
Occaſions in which they would be warranted to 
_exeticile the ſame, by the Claims which the 
Honourable Company held or might have on 
the Revenues of the Dominions of the ſaid Na- 
bob, and to form and conclude ſuch ſeveral 
Engagements or Treaties with the Nabob 
Vizier, the Government of Berar, and with any 
other of the Chiefs and Powers of Hindoſtan as 
he ſhould judge expedient and neceſſary, 
whether for the Termination or more effectual 
Proſecution of the War with the Maratta State, 
or for the Advancement of the Intereſts of the 
Honourable Company, or for the ſtrict and 
permanent Eſtabliſnment and Confirmation of 
the Alliances which did then ſubſiſt, or which 
he, the ſaid Warren Haitings, ſhould judge 
neceſſary to form with the ſaid Chiefs and 
Powers reſpectively.

And the ſaid 
Warren Haſtings denies that he did ever con- 
ceive or underſtand that the ſaid Commiſſion 
was illegal; but he ſays that he did, on the 
Third July, One thouſand Seven hundred and 
Eighty-one, and not on the Third July, One 
thouſand Seven hundred and Eighty-three, as 
in the ſaid Article is ſtated, deliver in a Minute, 
of which the following is a Copy: * In my 
„ Minute, which I laid before the Board on

„ leave the Preſidency, from the mutual Con-

ren Haſtings. And the ſaid Warren Haſtings 
denies that he was guilty of any unwarrantable 
Aſſumption of Power, or that the Power ex- 
erciſed by bim was unconſtitutional or irregular, 
foreign to his Duty, or unneceſſary for any good 
or legitimate Purpoſe, or that he attempted to 
enforce or cover the fame by any intricate and 
ſubtile Devices, or that he did in any Manner 
diſcredit the Office of Governor General or the 
Britiſh Government. 


AND the faid Warren Haſtings admits, 
that he did proceed to meet the ſaid Vizier 
in conſequence of the ſaid Commiſſion, at a 
| conſiderable Charge. But the ſaid Warren 
Haſtings denies, that any en; > Charge

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to the Eaſt India Company was incurred upoti 
that Occaſion. And the ſaid Warren Haſtings, 
as to the ſaid ſuppoſed Gift or Bribe of One 
hundred thouſand Pounds in the ſaid Ninth 
Article mentioned, craves Leave to refer to his 
Anſwer in this Behalf already made, And the 
ſaid Warren Haſtings admits, that he did, on 
the Nineteenth of September, One thouſand 
Seven hundred and Eighty-one, at a Place call- 
ea Chunar, enter tato the laid Treaty or Agree- 
ment, commonly called the Treaty of Chunar, 
in which he did conſent to certain Propofitions 
for relieving the ſaid Nabob Vizier from the 
Charge of certain large Bodies of Troops, then 
in the Pay of him the ſaid Nabob Vizier; and 
for the Particulars of the faid Propoſitions the 
faid Warren Haſtings craves Leave to refer

_ duced, But the ſaid Warren Haſtings Joined 

that he did, at any Time after making the ſaid 
Treaty, violate his own or the public Faith, by 
putting Troops on the Eſtabliſhment of Oude 
in the Manner, or under the Circumſtances, 
ſtated in the ſaid Ninth Article; but the ſaid 
Warren Haſtings ſays, that in conſequence of 
certain Repreſentations made to him by the then 
Reſident at Oude of the Neceſſity of rein- 
forcing the Troops in that Country, a Detach- 
ment of Four Regiments of Sepoys, with a 
proper Field Train, was ordered to march for 
the Purpoſe of ſupporting the Authority of the | 
Vizier, and maintaining the Tranquillity of his 

Country, by ſuch Means as the ſaid Vizier 
ſhould be pleaſed to direct. And the ſaid War- 
ren Haſtings further ſays, that he did, in a 
Letter dated e December, One 
thoufand 
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thouſand Seven hundred and Ei ghty-one, ad- 
dreſſed by him upon that n to Mr. Mid- 
dleton, then Reſident at Oude, ſuggeſt, that as 
the Force thus meant to be employed for the 
domeſtic Tranquillity of the Vizier's Dominions, 
was an Addition to the Brigade on. Subſidy, 
and which was ordered to be in Readineſs for 
marching at the ſhortelt Notice to defend any 
Part of his Excellency's Territories which a_ 
foreign Enemy might be tempted to invade 
during civil Commotions, the Vizier would, the 
ſaid Warren Haſtings made no Doubt, cheerfully 
_ conſent to pay the Expences of the Detachment, 
by a fixed monthly Subſidy during the Service. 
And the ſaid Warren Haſtings ſays, that upon a 
| Repreſentation thereupon made to him, that the 
March of ſuch Detachment, under the Circum- 
ſtances ſtated, would, it was believed, be con- 
trary to the Inclination of the ſaid Vizier, and 
underſtood by him as an Infraction of the 
Treaty of Chunar, and be conſtrued a Repla- 
cing of the Troops which it had been agreed to 
recal, the ſaid Warren Haſtings did afterwards, 
by another Letter to the ſa:d Middleton, dated 
Third January, One thouſand Seven hundred 
and Eighty-two, revoke the ſaid Orders; and 
the ſaid Orders were never carried into Execu- 
tion: But the faid Warren Haſtings ſays, that 
afterwards, upon receiving various Repreſenta-

to the Effect following: As Major Hannay is 
ea good and experienced Officer, of great Bra- 
very and Conduct, I regard him in the Light

AND the ſaid Warren Haſtings denies that 
he did at any Time recommend the ſaid Hannay 
to the Farms or Collection of Revenue of the 
ſaid Provinces in the Dominions of the ſaid Na. 
bob of Oude, called Baraitch and Goruckpoor, or 
that he did procure him to be appointed thereto. 
But the ſaid Warren Haſtings has been informed 
that the ſaid Hannay was appointed thereto by 
the ſaid Vizier, and that ſuch Appointment was 
by him the ſaid Vizier made of his own Accord. 
5 But the ſaid Warren Haſtings denies that the 
Appointment in queſtion was of ſuch Nature, or 
productive of ſuch Conſequences, as are ſuggeſt- 
ed in the ſaid Article. And the ſaid Warren 
Haſtings ſays, that he does not know nor believe 
that the ſaid Hannay made ſuch uſe of his Power 
as is ftated in the ſaid Article. And the ſaid 
Warren Haſtings ſays, he believes that the faid 
Nabob did remove the ſaid Hannay from his 
faid Appointment, and did afterwards reſtore him 
thereto. But the ſaid Warren Haſtings denies 
that he did procure both or either of thoſe Mea- 
ſures; or that he did ever obtrude the ſaid Han- 
nay into the Management of the ſaid Nabob's 
| Revenues; or that he had any ſufficient Reaſon 
to believe that the Power of the ſaid Hannay 
was exorbitant, or that the ſaid Hannay had 
been guilty of any Abuſe of Power. And the 
ſaid Warren Haſtings admits that he did on the 
Twenty-ſixch of April, One thouſand Seven hun- 
dred and Eighty, write A Letter to the ſaid Na ·

bob, expreſſing, amongſt other Things, his Sa- 
tisfaction at his Reſtoration of the ſaid Hannay 
to the Employment with which the ſaid Nabob 
had formerly inveſted him; “ that he eſteemed. 
this as a Mark of the ſaid Nabob's Attention 
to his original Recommendation,” But the ſaid 
Warren Haſtings denies that he originally, or in 
any other Manner, recommended the ſaid Han- 
nay to the Service of the ſaid Nabob, than as 
herein is before ſtated. And the ſaid Warren 
Haſtings did in the ſame Letter, ro which he 


= craves Leave to refer, tell the ſaid Nabob nearly 


to the Effect, but not in the Terms, ſtated in 
the ſaid Article. And the faid Warren Haſtings 
denies that the ſaid Letter was of ſuch Nature 
or Tendency as in the faid Thirteenth Article 
is ſtated; or that the ſame was in any Manner 
improper; or that any former Complaints re- 
ſpecting the ſaid Hannay had ever been made 
to the ſaid Warren Haſtings; or that the ſaid 
Warren Haſtings was in reſpect of the Matters 
aforeſaid guilty of any Breach of Duty whatſo- 
ever. And the ſaid Warren Haſtings ſays, that 
the ſaid Vizicr did, about the latter End of the 
Tear One thouſand Seven hundred and Seventy- 
Nine, make Complaints, through the then Re- 
ſident at Oude, to the Governor General and 
Council, the ſaid Warren Haſtings being Go- 
| vernor General, to the Effe& ſtated in the ſaid 
Article; and which the ſaid Warren Haſtings 


= admits to have included the Corps under the ſaid 


Hannay and Oſborne, and certain other Corps. 
And the ſaid Vizier did further repreſent, that 
in * that diſtreſſed State of his Affairs it was juſt 

and requiſite that Mr. Haſtings and General Sir 
Eyre Coote, and the Supreme Council, ſnould 
e A give 
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give him Relief;” and that © he could not that 
Year poſſibly provide for the new Brigade at 


Futty Ghur, the Corps of Horſe, and other de- 
tached Bodies of Troops in his Country.” And 


the ſaid Warren Haſtings ſays, that he did not 


ever declare that the Requeſt made or ſuppoſed 


to be made on this Occaſion, for the Diſmiſſion 
of theſe particular Corps, was totally inadmiſ- 


ſible: But he ſays, that the Objection made by 
him the ſaid Warren Haſtings, was made to the 
Demand of the ſaid Vizier, conſidering the ſame 


as one entire Propoſition, and which the ſaid 


Warren Haſtings did then conſider, and yet con- 
ſiders, as made at ſuch a Seaſon, and in ſuch a a 
Manner, as well juſtified ſuch Refuſal to comply 
+ therewith, as is contained in the Letter written 


by the ſaid Warren Haſtings in Anſwer thereto, 


under the Direction, and with the immediate 
Approbation, of the Board; and to which Let- 


ter, and to the Proceedings of the Board upon 


that Occaſion, as well for the Reaſons inducing 
ſuch Refuſal as for the Terms in which the ſame 
is exprefled, the ſaid Warren Haſtings craves 


Leave to refer. And the ſaid Warren Haſtings 


. denies that the ſaid Corps, or any other Corps 
ſtationed in the Vizier's Country, had no Con- 
cern with Foreign Wars, or that they were olely 


employed 1n the Collections; although he admits 


that they were generally fo employed. And he 
ſays, that although the native Soldiers, of which 


ſuch Corps conliſted, had no Concern with the 


Company's Eſtabliſmment, nor were to return 
thereto when diſcharged from the Nabob's Pay, 
yet he avers that the Company had on ſeveral 
Accounts a material Intereſt and Concern in the 
Time and Manner of the Diſcharge of ſuch Corps.

And the ſaid Warren Haſtings ſays, that he did 
on the Thirteenth of December, One thouſand: 
Seven hundred and Seventy-nine, by his Minute 
of that Date, propoſe that a Letter ſhould be 
written to Mr. Purling, then Reſident at Oude, 
which, if agreed to, might ſerve as the Subſtance * 
of one to be written on the ſame Subject to the 
Nabob, and, in which Letter, he did, amongſt 
other Things, propoſe to ſtate, that © the Ap- 
plication of the Vizier gave Cauſe for the moſt 
| alarming Suſpicions, ſince he could not be igno- 
rant that the Mahrattas, the Enemies of the 
Company, and the ancient Enemies of his Go- 
vernment and Family, were in Arms, and a 
War unavoidable: That, at ſuch a Juncture, a 
Propoſal for diſbanding any Part of his Forces 
could not fail to encourage them to attack his 


Dominions: That the Advice of his Miniſters, 


who had inſtigated him to make the ſaid Repre- 
ſentation, would, it was truſted, appear to him 
as inlidious as it was dangerous; and that the 
Governor General and Council hoped he would 
diſmiſs them from his Service and Confidence, as 
unworthy of both,” Which propoſed Letter was 
agreed to, and another Letter conformable to the 
lame was afterwards accordingly ſent to the ſaid 
Nabob by Order of the Board. And he further 
lays, that he did, in his Minute of the Fifteenth 
of the ſaid Month, ſtate, amongſt other Things, 
„that he was inclined to bring to Puniſnment, 
“ if his Influence could produce that Effect, 
thoſe Incendiaries, who had endeavoured to 
make themſelves the Inſtruments of Diviſion 
between the Nabob and the Company.” But 
he denies that the ſame, or any other Part of 
thoſe Minutes, was intended to terrify the Nas» 
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bob or his Miniſters, or any other Perſons, from 
Repreſentations on this or any other Subject af. 
fecting the Nabob's Revenues, or the Welfare of 
his Subjects, or that the ſame was intended to 
produce any other improper Effect. 


AND the ſaid Warren Haſtings, again de- 
nying that the ſaid Nabob was ever compel- 
led to reſtore the ſaid Hannay to the Charge of 
any Provincial Collections; denying alſo that he 
the ſaid Warren Haſtings kept up the ſaid Han- 
nay's Corps in Defiance of the ſaid Nabob, in 
_ whoſe immediate Service the ſame actually was; 
the ſaid Warren Haſtings admits, that the faid 
Philip Francis did declare, in his Minute of 
the Fifteenth of December, One thouſand Seven 
hundred and Seventy-nine, to the Effect ſtated 
in the ſaid Article. But the ſaid Warren Ha- 
ſtings denies, that by having forborn to make = 
the Enquiry ſuggeſted in the ſaid Article, he 
did in any Manner connive at, countenance, 
or encourage any Confuſions, or the De- 
ſtruction of Military Obedience ; or that he did, 
by any Act or Omiſſion, or with any corrupt 
or wicked View whatſoever, leave the ſaid 
Countries of Baraitch and Goruckpoor expoſed 
to any ſuch Miſchiefs as are in the ſaid Thir- 
teenth Article deſcribed ; or that thoſe Countries 
were ever deſpoiled, waſted, or depopulated, in 
the Manner, by the Perſons, or under the Cir- 
cCumſtances, ſtated in the ſaid Article. AND 
he ſaid Warren Haſtings further denies, that if 
any ſuch Spoil, Waſte, or Depopulation were 
ever committed or occaſioned by any Perſons 
whatſoever, that the ſame or any Part thereof 
was committed or occaſioned by any Support or 
Counte- 
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Countenance directly or indireclly derived from 
him the faid Warren Haſtings. And the ſaid 
Warren Haſtings ſays that he does not know 
or believe that the ſaid Hannay carried on the 
Collection of the Revenue in any oppreſſive 
Manner whatſoever, or that he did take any 
cruel or unjuſt Method of exacting the ſame. 
And the ſaid Warren Haſtings ſays, that he 
has ſeen a Depolition made "by one Allahd 
Sing, a native Officer commanding the Fort of 
Goruckpoor, at the Time it was attacked, as 
herein after mentioned, which Depoſition was | 
made ſoon after the Inſurrection at Benares, in 
the Month of November, One thouſand Seven 
hundred and Eighty-one, and, amongſt other 
Things, contained as follows: 1 had con- 
« fined, under my Guard, at the Fort of Go- 
ce ruckpoor, One hundied and Fifteen Bur- 
&« gomauls, Inhabitants of Surwaur ; on the Fit- 
e teenth of Rumuzaun, the Rajah of Goruck- 
„ poor, the Zemindars of Ouloolech Beehouly, 
„ &c. great and ſmall, likewiſe all the In- 
e habitants of Goruckpoor, with Six thou- 
e ſand Matchlocks, and great Numbers of 
Country People, armed with Clubs, at Four 
„ Gurries of the Night, ſurrounded the Fort, 
e and made an Attack by Surprize; but the 
* Sepoys on Guard at the Baſtions were awake, 
they began to fire, and an Action immediately 
followed. Seeing that the Country People 
were in great Numbers, I went to each f 
the Baſtions, and encouraged the Sepoys, 
and called them to me into the Body of the 
Place, and formed them together. I left a 
Havildar and Ten Sepoys at che Rung Mahal, 
to protect the Baggage; Sue ut was Night Time, 
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Shelter under it, and threw down with all my 
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« The Country People made an Aſſault with Lad 
« ders and entered the Fort, and both Parties 


* fought reſolutely ; at this Time they placed 
« ].adders againſt the Inner Fort towards the 
«. South; and entered upon the Baſtion, I 
% ſeized an advantageous Opportunity, (attack. 
« ed) and killed Seventeen of the Enemy on 
the Baſtion, and -wounded ſeveral others, 

„About Half after Ten at Night they made 
an Attack upon the Weſtern Baſtion; as there 
* was a Straw Chupper on that Baſtion, I took 


Force a Part of the Brick Battlement on the 
Enemy, by which Four of them were killed; 
* One other fell by a Muſket Ball, and they 
s retreated. A Third. Time, about Three 
* o'Clack in the Morning, the Country People 
« raiſed a great Shout, and attacked us again; 
I was then engaged on the Inner Fort Ba- 
« ſtion; Seubunſe Hevildar was poſted with 
„ Twelve Sepoys, to guard the Burgomauls; 
„they ruſhed upon him in a Body, and 
„ Seubunſe called out to me with a loud 
e Voice that the Burgomauls had attacked 
% him. I gave him Orders to put them all to 
e the Sword; he inſtantly ſtruck off the Heads 
of Eighteen Burgomauls, and threw them 
6 out, and he wounded ſeveral others. The 
Morning now broke, and I entertained a 
Hope that the Enemy would fly, and that 
<« the People of the Town would certainly join 
% me; but the Country People, the Foujedar, 
% &c. were all united with the Rajah; they all 
e lifted up their Arms, and faid, © The Do way 
„ of the Nabob Saadut Ally Khan, and the 
bc Begum, has N through the whole Coun- 
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te try, for the Rajah Cheyt Sing has Ceſtroyed 
« all the Engliſh, and Letters have come to 
ce the Rajahs to put the Dependants of the 
« Engliſh to the Sword wherever they may 
« be found.“ And he ſaid, Where will 
« they go? the Country 1s. mine, I am a 
« Bhonear Rajah, how long will they (be able 
* to) oppoſe me?” in ſoch Difcourſe Two 
« Gurries of the Morning had paſſed away. 
c From the Faſtern to the Weſtern Gates 
« within the Mahal, they ſurrounded the Inner 
« Fort on all Sides, and the Action was re- 
« newed, We continued engaged for Five 
e Pahr (Fifteen Hours) with the Enemy, with- 
ce out taſting either Food or Water.” AND 
the ſaid Warren Haſtings ſays, that the ſaid 
Depoſition did further contain as follows: “I 
« wrote an Account of the Whole of this 
« Affair to Colonel] Hannay and Captain 
« Gordon; after a few Days an Order came 
« from the Colonel ro Munnowur Khan, di- 

« recting, that if the Rajah Muftapha Khan 
% had been put to Death, well; if not, ſtrike 

& off his Head. Munnowur Khan ſhewed me 
ce the Order; I ſaid, Tt he Order is not written 
to me, I will write to the Colonel on the 
cc Subject. AND the ſaid Warren Haſtings 
ſays. that it further appeared by the ſaid De- 
polition, that Orders were afterwards given that 
the Head of the ſaid Muſtapha Khan ſhould 
be ſtruck off, and that he was beheaded accord- 
ingly; and that a Proclamation was made 
through the Town, that thoſe who were 
evilty of inch Crimes would meet with the 
{ame Puniſhment. AND the ſaid Warren 
Haſtings lays, that he has been informed, 
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and believes, that the ſaid Muſtapha Khan 
was a rebellious Subject of the Nabob of Oude, 
ſentenced to Death by the Nabob, on account 
of various Acts of Treaſon and Rebellion by 
him committed againſt the Nabob his Sovereign, 
and which Sentence was afterwards carried into 
Execution by Captain David Williams, then an 
Officer in the Service of the Nabob. AND 

the ſaid Warren Haſtings, denying that the ſaid 
Tranſaction was, to his Knowledge or Belief, of 
| the Nature, or productive of the Conſequences, 
ſtated in the ſaid Article, ſays, that he was not, 
on account of ſuch Information, or of any other 
by him received, or in any other Manner what- 
ſoever, required by his Duty to make an En- 
quiry into the Conduct of the ſaid Hannay, 
relative to any of the Particulars above ſtated, 
AND the ſaid Warren Haſtings ſays, that no 
Complaints of the Mother or Grandmother of the 
ſaid Nabob of Oude, concerning any Miſbehavi- 
our of the ſaid Hannay or Captain Gordon, if 
any ſuch were ever in fact made, ever came to 

the Knowledge of him the ſaid Warren Haſtings 
whilſt he continued to be Governor General. 
And the ſaid Warren Haſtings denies that he 
ever knew of any Application "of the ſaid Han- 
nay to the ſaid Vizier, if indeed the ſaid Hannay 
did again apply to the Vizier, for the Farm of 
Baraitch and Goruckpoor, And the ſaid War- 
ren Haſtings fays, that he has ſince heard that a 
Report did, in fact, prevail, that the ſaid Han- 
nay was about to return to Oude; and the ſaid 
Warren Haſtings ſays, that the Vizier did, 
as he apprehends, in conſequence of ſuch Re- 

port, or of ſome Intelligence to that Effect, 
write 
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write a Letter to him the ſaid Warren Haſtinge, 
which was received by him on the Fifteenth of 
September, One thouſand Seven hundred and 
Eighty-two, containing ſuch Expreſſions as are 
ſtared in the ſaid Thirteenth Article: But the 
ſaid Warren Haſtings ſays, that he was, at the 
Time of the receiving that Letter, and before, 
and for ſeveral Weeks afterwards, confined by a 
long and dangerous Ilineſs; and that, although 
no Anſwer was returned by him to the ſaid Let- 
ter, until the Thirtieth of December following, 
yet he humbly ſubmits, that any more immediate 
Anſwer thereto became unneceſſary by the Death 
of Colonel Hannay, which happened early in 
September, and before the Letter of the ſaid 
Nabob was received by him the ſaid Warren 
Haſtings, And the ſaid Warren Haſtings denies 
that there was any ſufficient or reaſonable Ground 
for the Vizier, or for any other Perſon, ' to be 
aſſured, or to ſuppoſe, that the Death of the ſaid 
Hannay alone prevented his being again em- 
ployed in Oude. And the ſaid Warren Haſtings 
turther denies that he, at any Time ſubſequent 
to the Treaty of Chunar, ever meant or intended 
that the ſaid Hannay ſhould return to Oude. 
AND the ſaid Warren Haſtings denies, that in 
all or any of the ſeveral ſuppoſed AAs or Ne- 
glects, in the ſaid Thirteenth Article charged 
againſt him, he was guilty of any Breach of Duty _ 
whatſoever, or that in reſpect of all or any of the 
ſeveral Matters in the ſaid Article mentioned, he 
was guilty of any Breach of Duty whatſoever, 
or has been the Cauſe of Damage to the Coun- 
try of Oude, of any Breach of his Truſt; or that 
he did, in apy Reſpect, diſhonour the Name or 
G WD: ; Charac- 
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Character of this Nation; or that he has been 


guilty of any Crime or Miſdemeanour whatſo- 
ever. 


8 FOURTEENTH ARTICLE. 


JN Anſwer to the Fourteenth Article, the ſaid 
Warren Haſtings, denying that the Nabob 
Vizier had any Reaſon to entertain, or did in 
fact entertain, any Apprehenſions from the ſaid 
Warren Haſtings, relative to the Security of his 
own Perſon, or the Stability of his own Situa- 
tion, or that he the ſaid Warren Haſtings was 
guilty of any Malice or Corruption, or that any 
Bribe was by the ſaid Nabob Vizier ever given 
to the ſaid Warren Haſtings, or that the faid 
Warren Haſtings did, in any Inſtance, treat the 
ſaid Nabob Vizier with Inhumanity, Perfidy, or 
Rigour; and denying alſo that the ſaid Nabob 
had any ſuch Cauſe of Apprehenſion or Alarm 
as in the ſaid Fourteenth Article is ſtated, lays, 
that the ſaid” Reſident Middleton did, in a 
Letter. bearing Date the Seventeenth October, 
One thouſand Seven hundred and Eighty-one, 
tranſmit to the ſaid Warren Haſtings certain Ex- 
tracts of Letters from Lieutenant Colonel Han- 
nay, expreſſing the Suſpicions of the ſaid Han- 
nay reſpecting the Attachment of che ſaid Nabob 
Vizier; and that, at the Inſtance of the ſaid 
Warren Haſtings, certain Affidavits were made 
ee Sir Ren laber. His wann Chief 
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Juſtice (but not acting in ſuch Capacity, as in 
the ſaid Fourteenth Article is ſuggeſted), tend- 
ing to criminate certain Relations of the ſaid 
Nabob Vizier; the ſaid Warren Haſtings, how- 
ever, denies that he was, in any Manner, cri- 
minal in reſpect of the taking of the ſaid Affi- 
davits. AND the ſaid Warren Haſtings, deny- 
ing alſo that, to his Knowledge, the ſaid Nabob 
Vizier did fall into fuch State of Mind, as, 
in ſaid Fourteenth Article, is ſet forth, admits, 
that he the ſaid Warren Haſtings was informed 
that, in the Month of February, One thou- 
ſand Seven hundred and Eighty-two, the faid 
Nabob Vizier had expreſſed a Deſire, to the 
{aid Reſident Middleton, to make him the ſaid 
Warren Haſtings a Preſent of Ten Lacks 
of Rupees, ſubject to his the ſaid Warren Ha- 
{tings Conſent to, and Acceptance of, the fame: 
But the ſaid Warren Haſtings denies, that he 
did ever conſent, or entertain any Intention of 
conſenting, to accept the ſame. And he fays, 
that he has been informed, and believes, that 
Aſſignments on the Revenue had been given by 
the laid Vizier to the ſaid Middleton, prior to the 
aforeſaid Offer, for the Purpoſe of diſcharging, 
out of the Produce thereof, the Debt due from 
the ſaid Vizier to the ſaid Company; but he be- 
lieves, that no ſpecific Aſſignments, or any other 
Security, or Bill, were, at any Time, given by 
the ſaid Vizier for the Payment of the ſaid in- 
tended Preſent. And the ſaid Warren Haſtings 
denies, that any Letter from the ſaid Middleton 
to the ſaid Warren Haſtings, or any Letter from 
the ſald Warren Haſtings to the ſaid Middleton, 
relative to the ſaid Preſent, has been, againft 
Law or his Duty, or for any baſe, clandeſtine, or 7 
5 b 2 corrupt 
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corrupt: Purpoſe, by bim ſuppreſſed. And he 
.ayers, that he did, very ſoon after receiving In- 
telligence of the ſaid Delign of the ſaid Nabob, 
communicate what he the | laid Warren Haſtings 
knew, or had heard, relating to the ſaid intended 
Preſent, to the Members of the Supreme Coun- 
cil; and did, at the ſame Time, declare his In- 
tentions Slate thereto, as hercin after explain- 
ed. And the ſaid Warren Haſtings denies, that 
he was guilty of any Neglect or Miſconduct, in 
reſpect of the faid Tranſactions, or that from 
any Part of the Conduct of the {aid Warren Ha- 
ſtings therein, either the ſaid Middleton, or any 
other Perſon, could be taught to conſider the Re- 
ceipt of Bribes as a Matter which might bring 
no Danger or Diſcredit to them. And the ſaid 
Warren Haſtings denies that no Notice was 
taken of the ſaid Tranſaction, or any Docu- 
ment concerning the ſame produced, to the 
Members of the Council General, by the ſaid 
Warrcn Haſtings, until the Month of July, One 
thoufand Seven hundred and Eighty-three; on 
the contrary, the ſaid Warren Haſtings ſays, 
that although no Entry was made on the Con- 
jultations reſpecting the ſame, prior to that Pe- 
riod, yet the ſaid Tranſactions, and all the Parti- 
culars relative thereto, were, very ſoon after the 
ſaid Warren Haſtings was acquainted therewith, 
and long before the Time mentioned in the ſaid 
Article, communicated to the then Members of 
the Supreme Council; and Inſtructions touching 
the ſame were, with their Privity and Conſent, 
prepared and given, as herein after mentioned. 
And the aid "Warren Haſtings ſays, that, by 
Order of the Board of Council, Richard Jobn- 
ſon. Eſquire, who, in the Month of September, 
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One thouſand Seven hundred and Eighty: two, 
had been recalled from Lucknow, was, in the 
Month of June, One thouſand Seven hundred 
and Eighty-three, required to make his Defence 

as to certain Articles of Charge which had been, 
by the ſaid Board, preferred againſt him, One of 

which Articles was in the following Teritis; for 
ſending repeatedly to the Vizier, And to Mis Mi 
niſter, Hyder Beg Cawn, to adviſe them againſt 
transferring the Ten Lacks of Rupees, intended 
as a Preſent to the Governor General, to the 
Company's Account; as it would be a Precedent 
for further Demands, which; if the Vizier did 
not reſiſt in the farſt Inſtance, this Government 
would never ceaſe to harraſs him for Money. In 
Anſwer to which Article of Charge, the ſaid 
Richard Johnſon did ſtate as follows: © The Act 
e and Intention, as far as 1 ſhould limit them in 
admitting myſelf the Cauſe of preventing the 
« Ten Lacks mentioned from being, at that 
Time, paid to the Company, are true; the 
« Reaſons aſſigned for ſuch Prevention, leſt the 
e ſaid Nabob ſhould be again harraſſed, &c. are 
ce the Miniſter's own Words and Objections made 
ce to me, transferred into my Mouth. The Mode 
alſo, by Meſſage, is like wiſe miſrepreſented , 
but that is immaterial; ſuffice it for me to ex- 
« plain the Act. I acknowledge Fifty Lacks 
« were due in Balance; all the Nabob's Rez 
« ſources not promiſing to prove equal to diſs 
charge this Balance, a new Claim was, at this 
ſame Inſtant, made of 'Eighty-two Lacks;

ticles. And the ſaid Warren Haſtings humbly 
requeſts of your Lordſhips, that in this his An- 
ſwer to the ſeveral Matters in the ſaid Articles

AND the ſaid Warren Haſtings wag Leave 
further to repreſent, that many of the Meaſures | 
which in the ſaid Articles are ſtated as Crimes 
or Miſdemeanours by him individually commit- 
ted, were, in fact, Meaſures of the Council at 
large, and for which, therefore, he humbly 
cConceives, he ought not to be ſeparately and 
diſtinctly charged; and, with reſpect to many 
others of the aid Meaſures, he truſts. he ſhall.

difficult to reconcile the various Means uſed for 
the Attainment of the End propoſed: The ſaid 
Warren Haſtings humbly requeſts that, with 
regard to his Conduct in all ſuch Reſpects, he 
may in like Manner receive your Lordſhips In- 
dulgence.

not in Matters of a public Nature only, but in 
the N Relations of civil Life: That he is, 
. upon 
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upon other Occaſions, charged as reſponſible for 
the caſual Effects of Military Tumult, for a ſup- 
poſed Decline of Population, Arts, and Agricul- 
ture; and, in general, for every Symptom of in- 
ternal Diſorder and Decay, ſuggeſted to exiſt in 
Countries remote from the Seat of Britiſh Go- 
vernment, and exempt from its immediate 
bort and Controul. 


AND the ſaid Warren Haſtings forcher 
hopes, that your Lordſhips will not deem him 
to have erred in ſuppoling, from his ſeveral 


| Re. appointments by the Legiſlature, at the 


Times and in the Manner ſtated in the Intro- 
duction to this his Anſwer, that he had reaſon- 
able Cauſe to conclude, that the general Prin- 
ciples on which he acted, and the Meaſures he 
had purſued previous chereto, as far as they 


were reſpectively known, did thereby receive a 
eee Sanction. 


AND Caries. the ſaid Witten Hin 
with all Humility, obſerves, that notwith-⸗ 
ſtanding the Length of Time his Conduct has 
been the Subject of Parliamentary Inveſtigation, 
and during which he has been charged with 
Acts of the moſt flagrant and notorious Cor- 
ruption, Rapacity, Extortion, Injuſtice, and 


Breach of Faith, by which he has been alledged

paany. And the faid Warren Haſtings further

Witneſſes of his Conduct, have publickly teſti- 
fied their Sentiments of the ſame in Two ſe- 
parate Addreſſes preſented to him after his 


Reſignation of the Service; and one of them, 
many Months after his Return to England, ex- 


preſſing the Acknowledgments and Thanks 
of the Perſons whoſe Names are ſubſcribed 


to the ſame, for the upright, equal, and be- 
neficent Exerciſe of the Authority with which 
he had been, during a long Courſe of Years, 


inveſted over them, for the vigilant Attention 


and active Support given by him in the moſt | 
difficult and perilous Times, to the great and 


extenſive. National Intereſts entruſted: 'to his

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Charge, and for having been inſtrumental to

AND, LASTLY, the ſaid Was Ha- 
ſtings ſays, that the Eaſt India Company, and 
the Court of Directors of the ſaid Company, 
whoſe immediate Concern it was to have called 
him to a Public Account, and to whom the 
ordinary Courts of Juſtice were open for legal 
Redreſs, if it were true, as is alledged in the ſaid 
Charge, that the Intereſts of the laid Company 


have ſuffered great and eſſential Injury by tbe 


Neglect of Duty, Diſobedience of Orders, Breach 
of Public Faith, and Corruption, of him the 
ſaid Warren Haſtings; ſo far from calling him 
to an Account for the ſaid ſuppoled Crimes, 
have afforded him their public Approbation of 
his Conduct; and the ſaid Court of Directors 
did on his Return, by an unanimous Vote, be- 
ſtow on him their Thanks for his long, faithful, 
and able Services. And the ſaid Warren Ha- 
ſtings humbly hopes, that he will not be deem- 
ed to have treſpaſſed on your Lordſhips In- 
dulgence, in having laid before your Lordſhips 
theſe Teſtimonies of Approbation, being, as 
he apprehends, Matter of fair and honourable 
Mention, at a Time when the general Tenor 
of his public Conduct is impeached, and Mo- 
tives of Action are aſcribed to him utterly re- 
pugnant to his Diſpoſition and Character: And 
with all the Aſſurance of an innocent Man he 
begs leave ſolemnly to declare, that in the high 
Stations he has been called upon to fill, he has
